relatively to the cost of crude oil. 
“T h e Standard has claimed that it 
has reduced the price of oil; that it 
has been a benefit to the consumers 
and that only a great combination Ii ho 
the Standard could have furnished oil 
at the prices that have prevailed. Each 
one of these claims is disproved by 
this report.” 
T he increase in annual profits of the 
Standard from I Sh*; to 1904 was over 
$27.b0o,ooh, says the report.

profits are far above the highest p o s s i ­ 
ble standard of a reasonable com m er­ 
cial return and have been steadily in­ 
creasing. 
Finally, the history of this 
great industry is a history of the per­ 
sistent use of the 
worst industrial 
m etho d s and the securing of excessive 
[profits for the small group of men who 
over a long series of years have thus 
dom inated the business.”

ute of limitations bars prosecution on 
offenses committed more than three 
years before indictment. 
Many of the

W hen the 
grand jury convenes on Aug. 14, a few 
days will suffice 
to present the evi­

sequently another grand jury will be 
summoned to take cognizance of of­

Angers, France, Aug. 5.— Forty pas- 
sengers In a third-class railroad car

from su m m a ry punishment. 
Louis Conconela, twenty-one years 
old, was the victim of the blind fury 
of rioters Sunday night and will prob­ 
ably d ’o of his injuries.

nocent of wrongdoing but fell before 
a c ’-owd determined to have revenge. 
Sadie Hamberger, eight years old, 
playing in the hallway of her ten em en t 
hom e In East Ninety-fifth street, cried 
out th a t a man had seized her.

child’s father seized George Keshner, 
a Russian bookbinder, by the throat. 
T he excitement attracted 500 men and 
women who fought with each other to 
get a chn nee at the Russian. 
Thirty 
policemen rescued Keshner, bleeding 
from a score of wounds and w hen ali 
Ids clothing but his shoes had been 
torn from him. 
The police wrapped 
the prisoner in a blanket and hurried 
bin' away. 
Sadie’s sister corroborat­ 
ed the s t o r y of attack and the father 
says that he saw his daughter in the 
grasp of tile Russian.

and she told him that she had been 
assaulted by an Italian, who had e s­ 
caped.

Instead, a comm it­ 
tee of IOO labor unionists, representing - 
practically all the labor organizations 
of the city, was selected to welcome 
Haywood in the n am e of the unions 
and on next Thursday a general m e e t­ 
ing of labor 
unions will 
be held to 
formulate pl ms for a m eeting at which 
Haywood will be given a great recep­ 
tion and at which he will be the prin­ 
cipal speaker. 
All this depends, how­ 
ever. m o n w hether Haywood favors 
such a demonstration. 
He has not as 
yet definitely iiviicated 
his willing­ 
ness to he so honored. 
Several thousand persons gathered 
outside the main 
en tra nc e to union 
station, .while within the gates lead­ 
ing into the yard platform were 199 or 
m ore 
persons including 
newspaper 
men, com m itteem en and employes of 
the station. 
As the Denver and Rio 
G rande train 
hearing the 
Haywood 
p arty rolled into the depot five m in­ 
utes behind schedule, those Inside the 
gates quietly walked to the car occu­ 
pied by th** Haywood party and w a r m ­ 
ly greeted Haywood and his invalid 
wife and Attorney Murphy, 
As Haywood went down the steps 
of the car a num ber of those standing 
around waved their hats and cheered. 
Mrs. Haywood was placed in an in­ 
valid chair 
and then all 
started to­ 
ward the gates leading out of the s t a ­ 
tion. 
As Haywood, wheeling his In­ 
valid wife, appeared under th** g l a r e 
of the electric light directly opposite 
tile main gate the xrowd caught sight 
of him and burst into cheers.

th rough the crowd so the Havwoods 
could reach their carriage, which they 
entered and were driven to their ho­ 
tel, followed by the cheering crowd.
